Sen. Homer Ferguson, (R.-Mich.),

provecl by a senate judiciary sub- 
committee, 
isi a "great 
refine-, 
ment" over the old Mundt-Nixon 
measure. He said the new legisla- 
tion would "not destroy a person's 
rights nor lead to thought control." 


"Some people say that any such 


legislation, will drive the Commu- 
nists underground," Ferguson said. 
"All their spies and saboteurs are 
underground already." 


He said the new bill "will give 
the justice department all that is 
needed to bring action (against the 
Communists) on the basis of the 
evidence already dug up by the 
FBI." 


The subcommittee approved the 
bill yesterday. Ferguson said he 
expects early action by the 
full 
committee on ,lhe legislation, which 
he sponsored along with Sens. Karl 
E. Mundt, (R.-S. D.), and Olin D.

By William E. Gilroy, D. D. 
The poet, Walt Whitman, 
who 


wrote mosre wisely in other mat- 
tcrh, thought lightly of the sense 
of sin. He wrote somewhere about 
animals not having any sense of 
sin, and suggested mail's inferior- 
ity in this respect. 
The Hebrew Psalmists 
poets 
knew better. They lived in times, 
like our own, full of violence and 
man's cruelty to man. They 
had 


either experienced, or they lived 
close to, exiles and disruptions of 


peoples. There were 
plenty 
of 


"displaced persons" in those days, 
nnd the Psalmists know that these 
inhumanities and 
cruelties 
were 


of man's purpose and design, and 
had their root in sinlui hearts. 


They were realists about 
life 


nnd man. They hnrl no 
illusions 


about man's natural goodness and 
innocency. Surely in times when 
we have- seen tho wickedness 
of 


men sending millions of innocent 
persons to cruel death in extermi- 
nation camps and ovens, nnd 
to 


even more cruel torture \ve, too, 
should have no illusions about sin, 
as the Pso'mists had none. 


They knew, too, that the
